He left behind him four cumnt 
wives and about 130 former wlvea 
be had divorced but conUnued to 
support. on bis 300 million doUon 
yearly Income. Ho hod more' than 
70 Bona. No one recorded the num. 
bcr of bis daughters. 

Ars Not Known 
The shrewd and wUy monarch 
became "Ung"~ln me. But hla age 
was not known defliUtely. It gen- 
erally waa accepted to be 73 yean. 

Known as the political anrhltect 
of Saudi Arabia, he bore' tho Im- 
posing name Abdul Asia Ibn Abdul- 
nh-man Ibn Faisal Ibn Baud. 

His tlUes were King of Hedjai, 
Sultan of Nejb and King of Saudi 
Arablo. 

He won wide respect In the Arab 
world and elsewhere as a shrewd 
administrator. But hlstorlsoi well 
ma][_j; o n s 1 d e r that his major 
adilevement was that of a ray able 
businessman.

RETURN TO FREEDOM 
A quiet note in the news the other day 
recalled a great turning point In World war 
n. F^armer German Field Marshal Frledr(ch 
von Paulus, who con^manded nazi forces in. 
the battle-of-Stahngrad, come-home free to 
Germany. 

The first great Qerman offensive In Rus- 
sia broke oh the outskirts of Moscow as 
winter came on. The next year, 1942, the 
nazis by-passed Moscow and swung south in 
a brood arc toward the vital Volga river. Had 
they crossed the Volga and swept on, the 
Soviet union almost surely would hove gono 
down. 

But the German armies battled. In vain in 
the streets and buildings of the Volga strong- 
hold of Stalingrad. Their attack began Aug.. 
S3, 1042. Hitler two days later demanded that 
the city surrender. He was defied. 

In the ensuing months, the fighting often 
was a struggle from room to room in shattered 
factories and residential quarters. Sometimes 
mere rubble, a- highly useful fortification, 
was at stake. 

. Finally, in the bitter cold of Jan. 31, 1S«, 
the exhausted, frozen German 6th army sur- 
rendered. The defeat was , symbolized when 
von Poulus camo out of his dugout and, in 
a tattered army greatcoat, trudged . discon- 
solately across the snow into Russian cap- 
tivity. There, until now, he has been ever 

since.
